Music Makers Quartet And 
Moving Pictures Add 
To Entertainment 

. Speaking before the McQill Alumnae 
Society last evening, Mr. J. M. Gib- 
bon traced the growth of folk music 
in Ifrench Canada' anl its. gradual 
transition and change sinbc its intro- 
duction from the Old World. Ex- 
amples of folk songs were presented 
by the Music Makers, directed by Mr. 
H. Eustace Key, and moving .pictures 
of the Festivals in Quebec showed the 
popularity acceded to these songs and 
the aiipects of habitant life which they 
exemplify. , 

Perliaps the first appearance of folk 
music in Canada, said Mr- Gibbon, was 
at the Good Cheer Club in Quebec, an 
archaic equivalent of the modern Ro- 
tary Club, founded by Ciiamplain. 
Most -of the Canadian folk songs ent- 
ered Cdhada between 1620 andl720 
•These' songs were of two types, folk 
and court songs. After being sung to 
the accompaniment of paddling or 
spinning they developed into "work" 
songs- and aequhred' 'a rhythm quite 
their own. ■ ', ■ . 

Form Picture. 

Mr. Gibbon stated that understand- 
ing of these songs involved a mental 
picture of a mediaeval ïïench^ land- 
scape. 'Wc should picture a^ fantastic 
tapestry upon which Norman castles, 
woods In which wolves ragè, fair dani- 
sels,- knights, and shepherdesses com- 
plete. a . picturesque entity. 

The Music Makers Quartet, directed 

by Mr. Key, sang several melodies 
selected 'from the 6,000 which have 
been; traced hi- Canada. These were 
sung ' in English ani included "Qale 
Nahon," ^'Ah/ La, Olàhw'^Pontâiné;'. 
"Santa, Marguerit'a," and others. The 
flrial - number was "Vive La Conad- 
len'ne,""a' "made in Canada" song. 
Two reels of moving , picturès were 
shown, one of the first and one of 
the thhd Folk Song Festival at the 
Chateau Frontenac. The latter, 
which was in color and had sound 
effete, 'showed'ably the quaint dances, 
c'bsikumes,^aiid handcraft of ;,the van- 
ishing' -habitant

Am A BRITISH AGENT 

"MEIilOIRS OF A BRiriSH 
AGENT," by R. H. Bruce Lockhart, 
Putnam, London and New York. 
(McClelland and Stewart, Toronto.) 
365 pp. $2.50. 

Tills in ati interesting, candid and fasoiuating 
autobiographical fragment; It is well written and 
shows a sure hand in the portrayal of dramatic In- 
cidents. 'The author was a consular officer in 
Moscow some years' before the war, and was ap- 
pohitcd by Lord Milner and Premier Lloyd George 
unofficial British agent In dealing with the revolu- 
tionary government, at the time of the Soviet 
coming to power. His knowledge of the people, 
their language, the conditions existing under the 
Tsarist regime, the subterranean liberalizing move- 
ments, all helped Mr. Lockhart to keep a clear 
head In the International and local turmoil :occd- 
sioned by the Russian upheaval. And this in spite 
of his native conservatism and ^be sacrosanct re- 
gard .of constitutional monarchy. ■; 
, . "Tho ' revolutlo tf |tjMkâ^ Mr! Lock- 

hart, '"because th^^paSnM^MftS?' people broke 
down under a system of unparalleled Inefficiency 
and corruption. No other nation would have stood 
the privations, which Russia stood, for anything 
like the same length of time, As instances of bi- 
ef flclency, I give the disgraceful mishandlins of 
food-supplies, the complete breakdown of transport, 
and the senseless . mobilization of millions of un- 
wanted and unemployable; troops. As an example 
of corruption I quote the shameless profiteering of 
nearly everyone engaged in the giving and taking 
of war contracts. Obviously the Emperor himself, 
as a supreme autocrat, must bear the responsibil- 
ity for a system which failed mainly, because of 
the men (Sturmcr, Protopopoff, Rasputin) whom 
he appointed to control It." Add to that active or- 
ganizations manned by capable and socially con- 
scious individuals and the weariness of the nation 
under tho yoke of a war the cause of which they 
neither understood nor felt for and one has a gen- 
eralized picture of ' the conditions leading up to 
the "ten days that shook the world." 

Mr. Lockhart came into personal, intimate 
contact with most of the actors in the drama of 
the revolution. Consequently he regards Trotsky as 
an Individual possessing "a wonderfully quick mind 
.a revolutionary with the tempérament of, an art- 
ist .. . ." and not ns a bcwhiskerod bomb thrower 
paid by tho Germans to kill tho little father of the 
Russians. Like everybody who ever came in con- 
tact with Lenin, Lockhart has a profound regard 
for the personality of tho man and his sincerity. 
Kerensky. he thinks, would have prevailed if he 
had not advocated the continuation of v/ar with 
Germany. Tlic people and the army itself were 
weary of tho struggle and the peace-at-anj'-prloe 
platform of the Soviets determined rthe outcome of 
tho Issue. ' ''' 

Quite natiually the Allies regarded wlthvfear 
any posslblllty^jraJRuwo -O wm a^^ pact, and 
soy the varlduaB ^rofôj Sis ^^ to intervene 
on the side of!tl M^ | ^ iy ^M^ ^ ^ sianB. Despite 
Lockhart's' eluciâMloh*iOT*ino^^ and -his" 
rea.soncd conviction that if the- Allies had to Inter- 
vene they should do so with and not against the 
revolutionary government, the Allies landed In 
Archangelsk. And they landed with the stupendous 
army of twelve hundred men to Intervené in. a 
country with a population ot over 150 millions. The 
Allied ambassadors hurriedly left Moscow. Lock- 
hart was left, arrested by the Soviets for plotting 
counter revolution and then exchanged with the 
British government for Lltwlnoff, who at that time 
enjoyed the same status in London as Lockliart 
did In Moscow. ' 

The. book is filled with highly interesting 
sketches of personalities and incidents, sidelights 
on the history of the period, The author emerges 
from it as a cultured, adventurous young man (he 
was scarcely thirty when he returned from Russia) 
with a keen factilty^f of I observation. Ho has great 
contempt for the bureaucratic, diplomats, the arm- 
chair warmers who decide on policy without a 
knowledge of the actual conditions prevailing. 

The "Memoirs" have' the great merit that they 
render Incidents vivid, that they add a personal 
nolo to historical fact and that certain questions 
in the still not perfectly understood emergence of 
Iho Soviet State are regarded here from yet an- 
Other point of view. ^ (R. L,')'

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MARKETING EDUCATION 

Viewing education ss a product that is bought 
and sold is an approach that is liscd far too in- 
frequently in analyzing the value- of; lis services. 
Yet it is certainly a commodity, in which there is 
an open market and free compçtitlon among col- 
leges and among professors. 

Looking at our product from the marketing 
point of view, the first question to. ask Is, what need 
Is it offered to fill. Just asking the question tells 
us the futility of some courses v/hich present sub- 
jects from an academic point of view and more 
clearly justifies the welcome trend toward bread 
and' butter courses. For tijc need is, of course, 
for such matt-rial as may enable one to enjoy and 
profit most from the opportunities presented by 
this wofM of ours. 

How completely ^present day education flUs 
this need is perhaips- our ne;tt question. And the 
depression is perhaps the best -clue -to the answer. 
So-called educated students are turned out by the 
vhoi^sands with no practical knowledge of how so- 
ciety functlôns, of what common business practises 
aie. For his knowledge of government a college 
student must turn to the newspapers instead of to 
his university professor. In his technical field the 
student learas a lot of fine and true principles. 
But In tho walks of life ho will be.paid..not for his 
imowlèdge of these principles but for ability to ap- 
ply them. 

To overcome education's known deficiency In 
teaching application, the .law schools less lhai> a 
aontury ago began the now. famo"^ system of 
teaching. This case system Is the mathematics 
teachers' "problem," applied to abstract subjects. It 
has recently been extended to accounting and bus- 
icess' management.' • Soon we hope to find It In 
other fields. , 

Is our product abreast '.of^tneTiatcst develop- 
uitnts? There we find a source of most justifi- 
able critlcUm. It Is only too frequently that gradu- 
ate seminars arc the only courses wherein what hap- 
pens in the field effects the subject matter without 
à two or. three year time lag Intervening. ' .

That the Roformatioh was Inevitable 
and therefore not' a mistake was the 
opinion of Lyle Detlor, negative and 
last speaker. The immorality among 
tbe clergy was sufficient In Itelf to 
arouse a spirit of revolt and the elim- 
ination of this Immorality more than 
justified the Reformation. 

Detlor concluded by vlewing.the. psy- 
chological benefits of the Reformation, 
and democracy as -the best expedient 
yet devised which It made possible.
